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THE LIBYAN CASE

The Libyan Case first came to theattention of-the Agency 
on 7 September 1976 when Kevin Mulcahy, a former^Agency 'employee, 
contacted Mr. Theodore Shackley,- Associate Deputy Director for 
Operations,.and advised Mr. Shackley that he desired to meet with 
Agency officials to discuss the activities of a firm he was 
associated with known as "Intercontinental Technology Incorporated." 
Mr. Mulcahy indicated that the firm was ostensibly involved in ..a 
project in Libya to clear World.War II mine fields but Mr. Mulcahy 
had become suspicious that more than mine clearing was involved. 
Early on 8 September 1976, Mr.-Mulcahy^was.-in, touch .with^r.^JThomas 
A. Cox of the Inspector -General '■ s Office who met with Mr. Miilcahy 
later in the day. During this meeting Mr. Mulcahy indicated that 
he had come across some documents in the office of Mr. Edwin p/ 
Wilson which lead Mr. Mulcahy to conclude that the firm known.as 
"Inter-Technology, Inc." was involved in a program to teach covert 
•sabotage techniques to individuals in Libya and that the mine 
clearing project was merely a "cover*" Mr. Wilson is also a 
former Agency employe® and according to Mr. Mulcahy he is the' 
owner of "Inter-Technology." (It is not clear if "Interconti¬ 
nental Technology" and "Inter-Technology" are synonymous or if 
there are actually two firms used by Mr. Wilson.) Mr. Mulcahy 
gave Mr.-- Cox copies of the documents --one of which'was a proposal 
vto conduct a program to teach covert sabotage techniques and other 
clandestine tradecraft using the cover of a mine clearing opera¬ 
tion.' The second was a copy of a contract between Inter-Technology 
and John H. Harper, a former Agency employee, under which Mr. Harper 
agreed to go to Libya to teach mine disposal techniques for one 
year at a salary of $98,000. It was during this meeting with 
Mr. Cox that Mr. Mulcahy alleged that a current Agency employee 
was receiving payments from Inter-Technology in return for arranging 
to have an Agency contractor, - American Electronics Laboratory (AEL.), 
manufacture sophisticated timing devices used in conjunction with, 
terrorist explosive devices .*■ MrT Mulcahy^-al leged^that' he'persondlly 
< had delivered the'money to our'employee on several occasions at the 
-'Ramada Inn*3t Tysons Corner, Virginia, and that'our employee had 
♦ taken a cut of $3,700 from the $15,000 r cash payment''which~was*made, 
to -the^contractor: for=.the .timing, devices* 



In both his phone conversation with Mr. Shackley and his 
meeting with Mr. Cox,,Mr. Mulcahy behaved in an excited and 
emotional fashion and_appeared_ to Mr. Cox to be undeT the influ- 
ence^ of alcohol" * rn^addition r'MfT'Mulcahy ^had. been --interviewed 
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by'^TepTe 5 r entatlve T *o£ _ 'the’'Fe'aefal''Boi*ea'u- of -Inves ti gation - (FBI) 
on 6 and 7 September, behavedin a similar fashion, and did not 
impress the FBI agent'as a ’reliable informant* Mr, Mulcahy 
limited his conversation with the FBI agent to the allegations 
regarding the activities of Inter-Technology in Libya and did 
not mention any information concerning our current employee. 

The FBI agent-prepared a report for his Headquarters but appar¬ 
ently did not place"much’ credence or' significance "in- Mr-.-Mulcahy • 
story! 

Following receipt by the'Agency of the information from 
Mr. Mulcahy, internal checks were conducted which tended to 
confirm certain aspects of his story* The Agency-employee did 
have official dealings with AEL and the AEL's employees men¬ 
tioned by Mr. Mulcahy did have security clearances for work on 
Agency contracts. Our employee, 'however, is not art authorized 
contracting officer. -In addition, the Agency received an 
^independent report' from a- retired Agency employee that Mr.- Wilson 
had approached him on 3 September with a proposal to undertake 
a'mission to Libya which would involve teaching explosive 
«manufacturing techniques to individuals nominated by the Libyan 
Government. The offer included a salary of $100,000 per year 
and other fringe benefits. When the retired employee declined 
the offer, Mr. Wilson pressed him for the name of someone else 
who might be qualified to handle the job. A name was provided 
but this person also refused Mr. Wilson's offer. 

Based on the-fore going, •-'-s^-deci si onrwas made by the Deputy 
Director of Central Intelligence to formally refer this case 
to the FBI - . Mr. Vernon Weimar, FBI Liaison Officer, was briefed 
on the case on 13 September 1976 by the Director of Security 
and also met with the Deputy Inspector General on the same day. 
The Office of General Counsel (OGC) also briefed the Department 
of Justice on 13 September. On 16 September Mr. Weimar infor¬ 
mally advised that the FBI was prepared to undertake an 
investigation and requested that a formal memorandum be submitted 
to the FBI requesting such an investigation. This memorandum 
was forwarded to the FBI on 17 September. On 21 September a 
second memorandum was forwarded to the FBI containing additional 
information which had come to the Agency’s attention--the mos£ 
significant of which was the fact that a former operational 
'asset of the Agency had reported on 19 September that he also 
had been approached by Mr. Wilson. The asset and two fellow 
' members of the Florida Cuban community had been requested to 



Ifteet'Mr' .'“Wilson in Europe. They met in Geneva, Switzerland, 
on.-lS September where Mr . Wilson and a second “individual, 
^-identified only ’as "’’Frank” but ’believed to be 1 a"former Agency 
employee by the namV'of Francis'E. TerpiI,"proposed that the 
three Cubans undertake the‘mission to teach covert- sabotage 
techniques in" Libya - and to undertake an assassination mission 
'of a Libyan who had "defected" to Egypt.. The three Cubans 
declined and returned immediately to the United States where 
one of them contacted his former Directorate of Operations 
cdse officer to report the approach by Mr. Wilson.* On 23 
September 1976 a representative of the FBI's Alexandria Field 
Office contacted the Office of Security to advise that his 
Office had been assigned the case and that agents from 
Alexandria would be conducting a series of interviews of Agency 
personnel. In this regard he requested a series of biographic 
profiles so that the agents would have some idea of the Agency 
position and cover status_of those current and former employees 
who would be interviewed. This material was passed to the FBI 
on 24 September. All information which has been passed to the 
FBI has been passed in a classified form and the FBI has agreed 
that its overall report will be classified. Assuming that the 
case results in prosecution, certain aspects of the investigative 
report will have to be prepared in an unclassified version. 

The 'FBI'agerits*'~cdriducteT'a~serTe's "of interviews on 28 
September • 1976’with Agency employees such as Mr. Cox and Mr. 

Shack 1 ey' wlio had been in touch with some of the principalsain 
the case'; '’' The'agents plan to build a substantial case by inter¬ 
viewing persons such as individuals employed bythe manufacturer, 
AEL, before confronting either our employee or Mr. Wilson. During 
the FBI interviews on 28 September, the Chief/Office of Logistics 
Procurement Staff briefed the agents on the normal Agency contract 
procedures and specifically-advised that a transaction in the 
amount of $15,000 would require a written contract and written 
certification of receipt of the material.*• The agents were also 
advised that only a contracting officer with written delegations 
of authority may commit the Agency to a specific contract and 
that our employee is not a contracting officer. The FBI is 
continuing its investigation and planned to interview Kevin 
Mulcahy on the evening of 1 October 1976. 

During his contacts with members of the Agency, Kevin 
Mulcahy mentioned.two other firms as being involved in supplying 
material to Inte'r-Technology for the Libyan project'.' These - 



fi-rms- were - * Scicntific* Conununicfltions y * I n c ; (SCI)* snd - Household 
Electronics," subsequently identified as Household Data Services, 
a firm owned by former Agency employee "David L. Christ. -Both 
of these firms have contracts with the Agency. The role of 
Household Data Services has not as yet been made clear, but SCI 
was providing timing devices to Inter-Technology'for use in 
Libya. k A representative of SCI has stated that'his company's 
participation was legal and he was not operating under the. 
impression"'"that there was a -GIA- connection with' the project. 

The preceding paragraphs have described.the_major allega¬ 
tions in the case as well as"the major developments; however, 
there are also many- tangential issues involved. The following 
paragraphs'will’address these issues. 

The central figure, in..the Libyan Case is Edwin P. Wilson. 

He -is listed as a Vice President of Inter-Technology but Kevin 
Mulcahy, who is listed as the President of Inter-Technology, 
has stated that Mr. Wilson is the owner of the-company. 

Mr. Wilson recruited Mr. Harper to go to Libya and made pitches 
to two other ex-Agency employees as well as to the three Cubans. 
•Mr. Wilson was a staff employee of the Office of Security•from 
1955 until 1960 at which time he became a staff agent. As a 
staff agent he was first used by the International Organizations 
Division in international union affairs and later was used by 
the Special Operations Division to run’a maritime proprietary 
•headquartered in Washington, D. C: The proprietary was liqui¬ 
dated in 1970 and Mr. Wilson resigned in February 1971 when no 
suitable position could be located for him. Upon his resignation 
he was immediately hired by U. S. Navy Intelligence on a contract 
basis.* The Navy set him up in a proprietary very similar to the 
•one he had used while with the Agency for the purpose of providin 
non-official cover to Office of Naval Intelligence agents serving 
.overseas" under a project'Known as Task Force 157 (TF 157). 

"Mr.“ Wilson'was terminated by the Navy in early.1976. 

The'Office* of Security is~aware’ that "since his departure 
from the Agency in 1971, Mr. Wilson has been engaged in sales 
efforts in the international arms and electronic equipment 
field. 1 * His activities "have come to the attention of the FBI; 
on several occasions in the past few years and investigations 
have been conducted in terms of failure to register as an agent 
of a""*foreign power and similar matters. However, MrWilson has 
also been of concern to this Office and to the FBI due to 


association in 1967/1968 with Kenneth B .--Tol1iver / a^former 
staff aide to Senator Janes Eastland. Mr. Wilson reported 
at-the tine on Mr. Tolliver's'suspicious activities, believing 
him to be an agent of Rhodesian dr South. African Intelligence. 
However, it was subsequently determined that Mr. Tolliver had 
been recruited by the KGB, and he was later*run'as-a-double 
-agent by the FBI. However, it has never been firmly estab¬ 
lished that Mr. Tolliver was completely truthful with the 
Bureau in regard to his involvement with the KGB. At-any rate, 
Mr. Tolliver has admitted that he passed Mr.' Wi1 son 1 s’name 
to the KGB as having been employed by *the“CIA;'and Mr. Wilson 
has been interviewed by the" FBI • irr ; some depth ■ in regard to his 
dssociatiori"wi't‘h MrT'Tolliver.' 

In-regard-to Mr. Wilson's employment by"'the' Navy-under 
TF 157, it should be noted that a former member of TF 157 has 
recently been in touch with a staff member of the Senate Select 
'Committee on Intelligence', 'Charles Kirbon. This individual, 
Thomas Duval, was one of the originators of TF 157 and had been 
involved in establishing Mr. Wilson as part of the project. 

Mr. Duval left the Navy around 1972 and went into private 
employment in Florida. He is now back in Washington and i_s 
apparently working for one of Mr. Wilson's several companies. 

His apparent reason for contacting Mr. Kirbow was to complain 
about the demise of TF 157, which he apparently felt should be 
continued.* Mr. Kirbow contaced the Office of Legislative 
Counsel (OLC) and subsequently the Associate Deputy Director 
for Operations to solicit an opinion as to whether Mr. Duval 
would have anything of value to offer the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence. He was advised that "there was a 
lot of emotion involved in the demise of TF-157, and it would 
be prudent to listen to what-any—honest man might have to say 
oYf the ’topi cT" 

During the period of his association with the Agency as 
well as during his subsequent association with the Navy, 

Mr. Wilson has been active in many business ventures, presumably 
on his own time. As a result, he has managed to beorae a man 
of’-some apparent wealth, as evidenced by his residence in 
Upperville, Virginia, which is described as a 1,600 acre farm. 

In connection with the current interest in Mr. Wilson, the 
question has arisen as to whether Mr. Wilson may possibly have 
misused his official position to benefit his various business , 
ventures. Ttshould immediately be emphasized that at this 






moment there -i^ tfcr'evidence'To s‘upport" such a^cKa'fgeHowever, 
a review of all records concerning Mr. Wilson’s past associa¬ 
tion with the Agency is underway at this time to determine if 
there may possibly be any need for a full investigation of this 
aspect of Mr. Wilson's activities. This matter may'also have 
to be explored at' some point in the future with the Navy since 
it is known that Mr. Wilson was engaged in international arms 
and electronic equipment sale's at the same time he was under 
contract to the Navy. 

A -final point in regard to Mr'." Wilso'n'concerns" a phone 
conversation he had with Kevin Mulcahy's mother on 22 September 
1-976.' Mr. Wilson had returned to the United States," had heard 
that Kevin was spreading stories about him (Wilson) 'and called 
Mrs. Mulcahy seeking information about Kevin. During this 
conversation Mr. Wilson made a statement to the effect that 
Kevin "might get killed along with others" as a result of this 
problem. When Mrs. Mulcahy challenged him'on this apparent 
threat, Mr. Wilson immediately backed down and stated that he 
meant that he (Wilson) might get killed, not Kevin. However, 

<in a later interview with the FBI, Donald Mulcahy, Kevin's 
father and also a former Agency employee, spoke well-of 
Mr. Wilson and stated that Kevin has a long history of fabri¬ 
cating stories’. He pointed out that Kevin was as of that 
moment hospitalized for detoxification. 

Another key figure in this case is former Agency ^mployeq 
.Francis E. Terpil. He was"employed by the Agency from 1965 
until 1972, at which time he was asked to resign under prejudice 
as a result of. an unauthorized trip from New Delhi to Kabul. 
Since his resignation he has been active in the sale of elec¬ 
tronic equipment and arms in the Middle East and has frequently 
come to the attention of the Agency as a result of his efforts 
to leave the impression that he is still employed by the Agency. 
He has been of interest to the FBI on several occasions since 
1972 in regard to charges such as failure to register as an 
agent of a foreign power and the illegal exporting of positive 
audio devices. Mr. Terpil * s’" role in the Libyan Case is not 
entirely clear although his name does appear on the proposal 
found in Mr. Wilson's office regarding the teaching of covert 
sabotage techniques', and he is believed to be the "Frank" who 
-participated in the pitch made to the three Cubans in Geneva. 
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Recent cable traffie - ' in<Ticates"'that Mr.-Terpil is connected 
with a company knc--n as Stanford Technology Corporation which 
is - engaged in electronic equipment "Sales in the Middle East and 
kay be bidding for some" of the business connected with the'IBEX 
^roiect in Iran. A sensitive source had indicated_that Stanford 
Technology owns "Intercontinental Technology," but the'accuracy 
of this information has not yet been determined. 

Several' other' former Agency'employees are" involved to- some 
-degree in this case. John H. Harper is the retired ordnance 
expert who went to Libya with his son, ostensibly to teach mine 
disposal techniques at a salary of $98,000 per year. It is not 
clear if he was duped by Mr. Wilson or if he withheld the true 
nature of his mission from his wife. (He has subsequently 
returned to the United States.) When Mrs. Harper learned of 
her husband's involvement from Kevin Mulcahy, she was in touch 
with several friends in the Agency in an effort to determine if 
this was an Agency project and if not, to seek help in obtaining 
the return of her husband and son to the United States. She was 
also in touch with a representative of Scientific Communications, 
the firm which was manufacturing some of the timing devices used 
in Libya, to advise him that this was not an Agency project. He 
subsequently requested Mrs. Harper to put him in touch with 
someone from the Agency who could confirm this information. She 
was in touch with a Directorate of Operations officer who had 
checked this matter out to some degree with Mr. Shackley and 
was therefore aware that there was no Agency involvement. Using 
his own initiative the Directorate of Operations officer met 
with the SCI representative an£ advised him that there was no 
Agency involvement/ It was at this point that the SCI repre¬ 
sentative stated that he was not under the impression that there 
was Agency involvement and also stated he was not particularly 
concerned since his Company's involvement in the project had 
been both legal and aboveboard. 

The two former Agency ordnance experts who were approached 
by Mr. Wilson in early September were John Ward and Edward 
Gainor. Both of these gentlemen refused Mr. Wilson's offer, 
and Mr*. Ward upon reflection about the nature of the offer 
reported the matter to the Agency. A remaining former Agency 
employee whose name has been mentioned by Kevin Mulcahy but 
whose role in this matter has not been determined is David L. 
Christ. Mr. Christ owns an electronics firm known as Household 
Data Services in Reston, Virginia, This firm currently has some 
contracts with the Agency. Kevin Mulcahy has never specificed 
what part Mr. Christ and his firm play in this case, and no other 
information concerning them has come to our attention as yet.

1. Mr. Bob Young, Inspector General's Staff, has 
requested permission to review files in the name of the 
.above two Subjects. Mr. Young's interest concerns Crist's 
incarceration in a foreign country for several years in the 
early 1960's and Siragusa's assistance in attempting to free 
Crist. 


2. David Lamar CHRIST (OS #43 872} entered on duty 
with the Agency in 1950”. At the time of his retirement in 
October 1970, he was a GS-16 and was assigned to DD/S5T/ORD. 

He was granted an ISA/TOP SECRET clearance on December 1970 
and an ISA/SECRET in October 1972. He was approved for DCD 
use in August 1971 valid through August 1976. Christ was 
arrested in September 1960 while on operational TDY in 
Havana, Cuba. He was released in April 1963. 

3. Charles Siragusa (OS #4182) was assigned to OSS 

from 1944-1946. He subsequently returned to the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics where he eventually became Deputy Commissioner 
in 1962. He retired in 1963. He was of continuing liaison 
interest to several components of this Agency from 1961- 
1967, most notably TSD, Behavioral Activities Branch. In 
1972 he was of interest to an unidentified component o! this 
Agency which desired to know his correct name, home and busi¬ 
ness addresses, and correct title as Executive Director of 
The Illinois Crime Commission. In 1974 Siragusa's name was 
given to Central Cover Staff in response to a request for an 
individual who might go to work for a pharmaceutical firm 
as an investigator.

In jail, ’and .wee ordered deported. The deportation . '

3. Following the arrest, the 3 Agency employees were first detained 
at the G-2 headquarters in Havana and shortly thereafter were moved to 
the LaCabana prison. It.was possible to keep them supplied with food, ne¬ 
cessities, radios, reading material, etc. On 23 January In spite of the .• 
Immediate appeal of the sentence filed by their lawyer, the 3 men were 
moved to the Isle of Pines where living and sanitary conditions are In¬ 
tolerable. Prisoners are required to perform hard manual labor, and * 
there is an Insufficiency of food.

4. With the assistance of Mr. Hugh Kessler, a U.S. consular of¬ 
ficial, close contact was kept with the 3 men until diplomatic relatione .< 
with Cuba were severed. Through a Washington attorney, James R. • 

Murphy, arrangements were made with a Cuban lawyer. Dr. Fernando - • 
Colomar, to represent the 3 men In court. Colomar was not told of ;• 
any Agency Interest In the operation. Through the Joint services of 
Messrs. Kessler and Colomar, the 3 men were supplied with pocket < 
money, food, clothing, toilet articles, etc. After diplomatic relations 
were severed, Colomar continued to visit the men until they were trans- * 
ferred to the Isle of Pines, . ' • 












5. The 3 men have been held In the Modelo Prison, Nueva Gerona, 

Isle oi Pine* since January 1961. Wo have been successful In getting money 
and supplies to them through the Washington Attorney to the Swiss Embassy 
In Havana. They have maintained contact by letters. Their last corres¬ 
pondence was written on 17/18 October 1962. They are believed to be la 
reasonably good health. The Swiss are attempting to verify a report that 

3 Americans were transferred to the Bonlato Prison in early November 1962. 

6. It has been necessary la this case to conceal Government Interest 
In the 3 prisoners la order to avoid their execution and/or full debriefing on 
the sensitive Information they possess. _ 

7. The Washington Attorney has obtained associate counsel in Mexico 

City and In Chicago* Illinois. The Chicago Attorney*, who is unwitting of 
Government inter esti (Constantine N. Kanglea) visited Hivtil ta May/^une 
1962 and *4 of November 22* 1962 received word that as soda ks possible > 
he will be invited bach to Cuba to negotiate with Fidel Castro on this case. 
Kangles expects the release of the 3 men not later Sian the first week in.

8. Other operational efforts to secure the release of the men are la 
progress. We have avoided keeping Mrs. Christ fully briefed on the spe¬ 
cifics of the efforts being made* as she tends to be critical of the Agency 
and of the fact that she Is unaware of any significant interest In the case in * 
the Executive Branch of the Government. She has previously seen Messrs. 
Alien Dulles* General Cabell* General Maxwell Taylor* and General Carter.

1. This memorandum contains a request for a meeting between 
Mrs. CHRIST and Ua Attorney General or a senior Agency official-

2. Mrs. CHRIST is the wife of David L. CHRIST, a TSD techni¬ 
cian, imprisoned in Cuba since September I960. The CHRIST family 
has six children and the absence of Mr. CHRIST has caused Innumerable 
problems and hardships for Mrs. CHRIST* ^ 

3. Mrs. CHRIST'S attitude toward her husband's imprisonment 
has varied during the course of the past two yoara. There are times 
when she accepts the Agency'3 advice and approves of its continuing 
efforts to free her husband. Ca other occasions, she expresses con¬ 
siderable cynicism toward the Agency and proclaims it3 inability to 
obtain her husband’s release. 


4. The delay in the Do:.;van negotiations has resulted in a reluc¬ 
tance by Mrs. CHRIST to talk about her husband'3 situation to her Agency 
contact. It is the opinion of tLo >9 contacting her and the opinion of her 


brother-in-law, Mr. Lawrence CHRIST, that Mrs. CHRIST is in the 
early stage of a Her health and cooperation 

are vital to the operational security aspects cf this case* It is particu¬ 
larly necessary that Mrs. CHFJST continuo to play .he role, in her 
neighborhood and in the presence of unwitting friends and associates, of 
a wife waiting for her husband to return from a classified!

5. During the past two years ...rs, CHRIST has been contacted 
by a TSD representative almost on a daily basis. She has received 
various benefits and assistance in an effort to relieve the strain and 
tension caused by her husband's imprisonment. She has been kept 
abreast, in a general way, of the various attempts by the Agency to 
gain her husband's freedom. She has also been told that the Donovan 










negotiations for the Bay of Plg3 prisoners must first be successfully coa- 
eluded before any negotiations can be initiated by Donovan to free the 
21 American prisoners in jail in Cuba. Mrs. CHRIST is aware of the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the detention, interrogation ajid subsequent trial 
of the three technicians. She has been fully informed on many occasions 
that her husband?3 cover is exceedingly thin and that any precipitous action 
or undue publicity could easily result in further interrogation of the tech¬ 
nicians and lead to more drastic measures by the Cubans. 

6. Up to now, the need for security has restrained Mrs. CHRIST 
but the clamor for a "high-level meeting" continues. Previous sessions 
with senior Agency officials (Mr. Dulle3, General Cabell and General 
Taylor) provided a definite boost In morale and cooperativeneas. Mrs. 
CHRIST and her husband's brother, Larry, have voiced a strong desire 
for a personal meeting with the Attorney General, Mr. Larry CHRIST 
Is embittered because cf the lack of cognizance of Mrs. CHRIST by the 
Executive Branch of the Government. As he stated it, "They have time 
to greet astronauts, foreign dignitaries and the like, yet they can not 
even call her on the telephone. Ju3t five minutes is all that it would 
take." The security implications involved in a meeting with the Attorney- 
General or a telephone call from the White House has been repeated to 
the CHRIST family many tiiass. Their present attitude can be summed 
up In a few words, "Security be damnedt If we don't do something in & 
hurry, he may never come bade." 

7. There appear to be two possibilities which may alleviate the * 
present situation: 

a. A brief informal meeting might be arranged for Mrs. 

CHRIST with the Attorney General. This would serve to re¬ 
assure Mrs. CHRIST that 3enior Government officials are 
aware of the circumstance a of her husband'3 detention aad. 
that everything is being done to effect his release. It would 
also provide the necessary recognition for the heroic role 
that she la playing in this case. 

b. As an alternate to the above, a meeting might be 
arranged for Mrs. CHRIST with either Mr, McCone or 
General Carter. This would probably be a more lengthy 
detailed session, but If properly handled, could have almost 
the same effect as the meeting with the Attorney General. 



8, TSD is prepared to assist in any way to insure that the proper 
results are gained from either one of the meetings as suggested above, 
and to provide the necessary biographic and background Information in 
coordination with the Cl Staff, which has the operational responsibility 
for this ca3e.

Should any of the families ssek outside assistance, either financial 
or political, the possibilities of ma in taining the cover story would be 
considerably lessened. Therefore, with the intent of tome semblance 
of control over the Christ family and looking toward continuation of 
the Tech's cover efccry, TSD has requested the establishment of a 
scholarship fund fast Thomas Christ of the amount a* previously out¬ 
lined. Although this request In part Is motivated by compassion for 
the Tech's families and a strong desire to lighten their burden, the 
overriding consldecation is the need for continued operational security 
and control , which, will be sided by your approval of our request.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Report of Meeting between Mrs. CHRIST and Mr. 

James DONOVAN In New York City on 20 March 1963 


^^^^^^^^Prior to meeting Mr. DONOVAN, Mrs. CHRIST, Mr. 

£HHH|^Hknd the undersigned met at a room in the 
Hotel in New York City. This preliminary 
meeting lasted about forty-five minutes and gave Mrs. 

CHRIST an opportunity to vent much of her anger and resent¬ 
ment. As I learned later, Mrs. CHRIST had a difficult 
flight from Washlji^on^She was obviously tired and quite 
upset. However, ^m^^yi^answered many of her questions 
and focused her attention to the problems currently facing 
DONOVAN. 

2. After^mf^eft the Commodore, Mrs. CHRIST 
had lunch. Later she purchased some gifts for the children, 
which was part of the cover for the trip to New York. 
Consequently, when we arrived at DONOVAN's office at 4:30 
p.m., she was in a more relaxed frame of mind. 


3. The first fifteen or twenty minutes with DONOVAN 
was occupied by DONOVAN reviewing the case since he has 
entered into it. DONOVAN explained the background of the 
negotiations and told Mrs. CHRIST how CASTRO used the 
term 'indemnification' rather than exchange. The Cuban 
people are being told that food and drugs are being sent 
to Cuba to indemnify the Cubans for the destruction done 

to them when the brigade attempted to invade Cuba. According 
to DONOVAN, CASTRO will eventually announce to the Cubans 
that all the goods have been delivered and in return, he 
is going to release the American prisoners in Cuban jails. 

4. Mrs. CHRIST asked DONOVAN why he did not exchange 
the four Cubans in New York for four Americans. DONOVAN 
explained that this would be a waste of time, that CASTRO 
would not listen to such a deal and that it would be 
disastrous for our three people. DONOVAN discussed his 














last trip with Mrs. CHRIST, the conditions in Cuba, the 
many telephone calls he received at all hours of the 
day and night, the fact that he met with a top-level 
minister in the Cuban Government, and that any time after 
midnight he was likely to receive a phone call from CASTRO 
and begin an involved and complicated conversation." DONOVAN 
told Mrs. CHRIST that enough equipment and medical supplies 
have not been sent to Cuba yet to warrent the release of 
the Americans. Mrs. CHRIST wanted to know how and what 
was being done to speed up the shipments of goods. DONOVAN 
explained in detail the difficulty of sending large^quan¬ 
tities of goods to Cuba, the problem of obtaining.adequate 
ships and crews, and the difficulty with the Longshoremen 
who have refused to load any ships going to Cuba.' DONOVAN 
also told Mrs. CHRIST that the Americans have always re- * 
ceived a bad press . in. Cuba and that the build-up for^theL~-\. 
Costa Rica‘ conference had not helped our cause. He also- v: ^ 
explained that there are many people in the United States ' 
and many politicians who would "love to see KENNKDT stew 
in his own juice over Cuba," and for their own personal 
reasons are not anxious to see the Americans released.' 

5* At this point Mr. Robert HURWICH from the State 
Department (Cuban Desk) Joined the meeting. Mrs. CHRIST 
asked DONOVAN about the skin divers and why they were 
getting out of prison before the other Americans are 
released. DONOVAN explained that he had no choice in the 
matter; that they are a very motley crew; that they 
have not committed any crime and that in all probability 
he will return to Cuba within a week or ten days at which 
time they will be released to him. DONOVAN also told Mrs. 
CHRIST about his meeting with each one of the prisoners, 
how he gave them money, and how well they have it relative 
to the other prisoners at the Isle of Pines. Eventually 
everyone generally discussed and agreed that there are 
diffic ulties in ge tting ships to transport the goods to 
Cuba. WMflB^ind HURWICH attempted to explain to Mrs. 
CHRIST the problems involved and how they have very ' 
recently received tenative promises for three or more 
ships. They estimated that it would take four trips to 
deliver all the goods to Cuba and that each trip costs 
about $50,000. Mrs. CHRIST noted that Hr. DULLES had 
told her that money was no problem. She is also witting 
that KANGLES will get $100,000 if he succeeds in getting 
the Technicians out of prison. Thus she asked, why the 
Agency does not supply the funds for these ships. DONOVAN

explained that he thought the Congress had specifically 
forbidden Government funds being used in this project. 
However, all agreed to look into the matter to determine 
if the Agency could assist the project with additional 
money. DONOVAN gave Mrs. CHRIST the benefit of specific 
remarks that CASTRO had made about the prisoners and his 
answer to her question, when he expected to get the rest 
of the Americans out of prison, DONOVAN said, "Spring''. 

This is what DONOVAN apparently told the prisoners when 
he talked to them and, as he explained to Mrs. CHRIST, 
he couldn't possible ask for their release until all, or 
almost all, of the goods have been delivered. The best 
guess now is that it will take three, four, or five weeks 
to get these goods down there. 

6. Toward the end of the meeting there were some 
suggestions that Mrs. CHRIST could call HURffICH in the 
State Department any time she wanted details about the 
movement of the ships and goods. My concern regarding 
her direct contact was made known and everyone agreed 
that from a security standpoint this could present problems. 
Thus, we agreed that periodically, perhaps once a week, 
we will ar range a mee ting for Mrs. CHRIST with either 
HURWICH or and myself, but it will be done in 

a manner consistent with the cover and which will not 
arouse any curiosity. 


7. After the meeting, which lasted a good two and 
one half hours, Mrs. CHRIST, in my opinion, finially 
realized the problems that are connected in a project of 
this nature and now realizes that everything possible is 
being done to effect her husband's release. I believe 
that this was one of the most productive meetings we 
have ever had. During the meeting DONOVAN was suffering 
from a severe case of laryngitis, received several phone 
calls and explained his extremely busy schedule. Later 
Mrs CHRIST expressed to me her regretfulness for taking 
ud so much of DONOVAN'S time. She also stated that she 
often feels very embarrassed and ashamed for saying many 
of the nasty things she has in the past and for doubting 
the Agency’s efforts to gain her husband's release.

1. The publicity resulting from DONOVAN’s nego¬ 
tiations regarding the release of the Americans has 
given Mrs. CHRIST renewed hope that her husband will be 
released in the near future. Efforts to minimize the 
significance of these negotiations have had little 
effect. At times Mrs. CHRIST contacts the undersigned 
almost on an hourly basis requesting information. She 
is* knowledgeable of a few of the details regarding 
these negotiations, but has not been given any infor¬ 
mation of a highly sensitive nature or any information 
concerning the Cuban personalities involved in a 
possible trade. 

2. Occasionally, Mrs. CHRIST becomes temperamental, 
somewhat abusive, and highly excitable. She continues 
to severely criticize the Administration, as well as the 
Agency’s previous operations designed to free her husband. 
Her Brother-in-Law, Larry, continually threatens unilateral 
action unless "something is done very soon". Mrs. CHRIST 
and her Brother-in-Law voiced an intent to contact DONOVAN 
or one of his associates under alias in order to obtain 
more detailed information about the negotiations. However, 
they were successfully persuaded not to take any action 
which might precipitate a collapse of the entire project. 

3. Only by giving Mrs. CHRIST some hope for the 
future and some reason to believe that the DONOVAN nego¬ 
tiations might succeed have we been able to contain her 
from pursuing action which would undoubtedly compromise 
this operation. It is extremely difficult to predict, 
short of a complete mental breakdown, the effects that a 
collapse of the DONOVAN negotiations might have. At this 
time no considerations have been given to any other 
operations that we could discuss with Mrs. CHRIST, nor 
have there been any serious discussions regarding the 
continued containment of the CHRIST Family should the 
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4. Since Mrs. CHRIST T s morale, welfare, and co¬ 
operation are vital to the security and cover of this 
operation, it is anticipated that we will continue to 
advise her of some of the details and the human interest 
aspects of DONOVAN r s negotiations. Under the present 
system the undersigned receives information from Mr. 
MERTZ or Mr regarding current negotiations. 

This information is declassified as much as possible 
under the circumstances. The desensitized information 
and any hope or lack of hope that it may contain is 
transmitted to Mrs. CHRIST as soon as possible. It is 
particularly important that any information regarding 
DONOyAN^s activities be relayed to Mrs. CHRIST before it 
appears in the press. Usually some detail or bit of 
information regarding any negotiations or operational 
activity, regarding her husband/s release assists in.._ t ^ . 
satisfying .her curiosity, for at least a few days 


5. About a week ago the Di rector que ried regarding 
the status of the families. advised the 

Director that the situation was but for the 

moment was being‘contained. Should the situation become 
desperate I believe Mrs. CHRIST could be subtly directed 
to seek consultation and or advic^^m DONOVAN. This 
has been discussed with Mr. 4H0HHl^who agrees that it

2. In our memorandum dated 22 December I960, we explained 
the need by TSD of a modest sum of money to finance an exceedingly 
sensitive project. This memorandum, approved by you, contained 

a request for expenditure by TSD of suras not to exceed $2,500. On 
10 August 1961, you also approved our request for an additional $2, 500 
in connection with the same project. 

4 

3. To date TSD has used about $1, 200 of the $ 2 , 500 allotted to 
us in 1901. There is no reason to believe that this project will be 
terminated in the immediate future. As noted in our memorandum of 
10 August 1961, the assistance provided the individuals concerned has 
been extremely beneficial and has made it possible to prevent situations 
from occurring which might result in security flaps. It has also given 
us a greater semblance of control over the activities of individuals we 
must contact and has caused them' to rely on the Agency's handling of 
the operational aspects of this particular project. Thus, up until the 
present time wo have controlled their frequent pleas for operational 
assistance from outsido sources such as Congressmen and well known 
political figures. 

4. Therefore it is requested that you approve the expenditure by 
TSD of sums not to exceed $ 2 , 500 for the fiscal year 1963 under your 
authority contained in HR 30-7b(3). No new funds are required since 
such expenditures can be charged against allotment 3125-1070-1000.

1. This memorandum contains a request for your approval as " X- 

outlined in paragraph 7. '

2. We are still faced with the same situation which gave rise to 
the referenced memorandum which was approved by you on 22 
December I960. The originally approved sum of $2, 500 has 
covered the unusual expenses involved in this situation which have 
arisen between mid-September I960 and mid-August 1961. It is 
expected that while these expenditures will continue to be required, 
the rate of expenditure will drop somewhat. The purpose of this 
present memorandum is to request approval of an additional $2, 500 
for the same purpose. 

3. It has been very-evident that the help which has been provided 
to the individuals concerned under this procedure has been extremely 
beneficial and has made it possible to prevent pressures building up 
to the point where security flaps would occur or the individuals 
concerned would cease to rely on the Agency's handling of the situation. 

\ 

4. The manner in which the Agency has been dealing with these 
families was the subject of a lengthy discussion on 9 August between 
the DCI, DDCI, General Maxwell B. Taylor and the undersigned. 

It was very evident that General Taylor felt the Agency was handling 
the situation in a very satisfactory manner. Particular reference 
was made to the kind of assistance we have been providing. 

5. In view of the unusual nature of the use for which these funds 
are provided, I took particular care at this meeting to mention 4 or 5 





situations which required expenditures of several hundred dollars. 
Those present at the meeting felt in each instance that these 
situations definitely concerned the Agency and that the funding was 
appropriate. 

6. As outlined in the reference, complete files maintained in 
TSD furnish detailed information on each instance where this 
authority has been used. 

7. It is requested that you approve the expenditure by TSD of 
sums not to exceed $2,500 in total under your authority contained 
in R 30-110, paragraph 9 (a).

1. This memorandum contains a request for your approval 
which is outlined in paragraph 5, and summarizes our conversation 
this morning in your office. 


& 


2. Three staff employees of TSD and one contract agent 
are presently under detention (and have been since mid-September) ‘' 
in Havana by Cuban authorities for crimes committed against the 
Cuban State. The group was tried on 17 December, but as of today 
the court has not reached a verdict and sentence has not been 
passed. 


3. So far, the alias cover story of the three staff employees 
has held up, and their true names and Agency affiliation have not 
been revealed. It is essential that their cover story remain 
unbroken. This will be particularly necessary if the senior member 
of the group is sentenced to prison and the others deported in 
which event the strength of the cover story will be tested by the 
inevitable investigations of the U. S. press when the sentence is 
announced or the men arrive in Miami. If all three men are 

given jail sentences, it is equally important for their cover story . 
to hold up since such sentences would undoubtedly be extended if 
Agency affiliation is discovered by the Cuban authorities. 

4. Arrangements have been made by the Cl Staff for the 
legal support being provided to the group by lawyers in Havana 
and for providing the necessary funds to handle this aspect of 
the situation. However, it is necessary that arrangements be 
made for funding a number of relatively minor expenses which 
have been, and will continue to be, incurred by TSD in order to 
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help maintain and preserve the cover story here in the United States 
and to provide certain necessities required by the men in jail. 

The following are typical of the types of expenses concerned: 

(a) The Havana Station requested that the men be 
furnished with an electric frying pan to cook their 
meals in jail. 


(b) The Havana Station felt that the men should not 
appoar to be completely forgotten by their alias families 
and that Christmas presents should, therefore, be 
forwarded to the men in jail, including such items as 
razor blades, toilet articles, reading material, flea 
powder, first-aid equipment, etc. 

(c) If sentenced, the men will be transferred to 
the Isle of Pines where green vegetables and dairy 
products are lacking. It is, therefore, necessary to 
send them a supply of vitamins and other dietary 
supplements. 

(d) One of the men indicated that his alias mother 
lived at the actual address of his true mother. If thi6 
information is released by the Cuban authorities to 
the press, reporters inevitably will investigate the 
situation. TSD, therefore, moved the mother to 
Washington where she is presently staying with the 
individual's wife. To do so, the mother was forced 

to take LWOP from her Federal employment. 
Reimbursement to the mother for sacrificed pay is 
in order. We expect that she will remain in Washington 
until at least three or four days after announcement of 
the verdict and passing of the sentence or until any 
newspaper interest has subsided. 

(e) The telephone at the house of one of the wives 
has been a party line. For security reasons the 
party line has been removed, and a private line has 
been installed at the request of the Agency. Reimburse¬ 
ment for the additional amount of $2.00 or $3.00 per 
month is in order until such time as the party line can 
be reinstalled. 


(f) The wives of two of the men have periodically 
been requested to visit my office where they are briefed 
















on the current situation and allowed to discuss it 
freely with us. Reimbursement for taxi fares in this 
and other similar instances is in order. 

(g) If the men are deported, arrangements have been 
made to receive them in Miami and sequester them from 
the press. Certain expenses will inevitably arise in this 
connection. In addition, the men will be arriving without 
any clothing other than that which they will be wearing, 
and it will ba noeeaaary to outfit them with tha minimum 
amount of clothing required to return to Washington during 
winter weather. 


5. The foregoing are indicative of the type of expenses 
being incurred. Inevitably other unforeseen situations will arise 
requiring modest funding. It is, therefore, requested that you 
approve the expenditure by TSD of sums not to exceed $2, 500 
in total under your authority contained in R 30-110, paragraph 9 (a). 
No new funds are required since such expenditures can be charged 
against allotment 1125-1070-1000. It is understood that the 
original of this memorandum, together with complete records on 
all expenditures made under this authorization, will be kept in the 
files in TSD where they may be available for audit.

SUBJECT: Mrs. CHRIST’S Meeting with Attorney 

General 

1. I refer to our recent conversation regarding 
the agenda for the meeting between Mrs. CHRIST and the 
Attorney General. Attached for your information is a 
brief chronology of the case, with particular emphasis 
on Mrs. CHRIST’S meetings with Senior Officials. I 
have also attached a one-page memorandum for the Attorney 
General. 


2. I had a lengthy discussion with Mrs. CHRIST, 
her sixteen year old daughter Elaine, and her brother- 
in-law, Larry CHRIST Wednesday Evening. I afforded 
them with a comprehensive briefing regarding our current 
operational efforts and stressed your continued personal 
interest in this project. The fact that the Attorney 
General has agreed to see her and knowledge that you 
are in close touch with the operation has considerably 
improved Mrs. CHRIST’S morale. She appears to be more 
confident that her husband will be released and most 
important, she seems to be satisfied that CIA is exerting 
every possible effort to effect his return. I doubt that 
any serious controversy will occur during her meeting 
with the Attorney General. I am of the opinion that Mrs. 
CHRIST needed reassurance that CIA would agree to a meeting 
between her and the Attorney General and that this 
reassurance has resulted in a more optimistic attitude. 

3, With your concurrence, I have agreed to Mrs. 
CHRIST’S request that her daughter, Elaine, be present 
during the meeting with the Attorney General and in 
deference to our wishes that the meeting be kept to a 
minimum, Larry CHRIST will not attend. I believe Elaine's 
presence will be a positive contribution to the meeting

1. On 19 Augus^H?6^Mr, Miller, Chief, Central Cover 
Staff, and Chairman of the^^^anel appointed by the DD/P, 
stated that in an interview with Subject, Subject raised a question as to 
the possibility of his being permitted to make TDY trips out of the United 
States sometime in the future, Mr, Miller stated that inasmuch as the 
Panel had recommended to the DD/P that Subject not be permitted'to 
travel outside the United States, he would again poll the Panel, including 
^he Security Office, as to the possibility of lifting the ban on Subjects 
travel and putting in a proviso that Subject be permitted to go on TDY 
trips after a period of three years, but preferably five years, from the 
present after being subjected to psychiatric examination prior to the 
trip and having the approval of the Office of Security. 

2. Mr. Miller stated that he was inclined to agree that this 
was a logical step to take, especially since Subject will undoubtedly not 
be within the jurisdiction of the DD/P, but rather in the Office of the 
Deputy Director for Science and Technology. 

3. I discussed this situation with the Acting Director of 

Security, Mr. Westrell, and he agreed that such a proviso would be 
agreeable to the Office of Security. s 

4. I advised Mr. Miller on 20 August 1963 that the Office of 
Security would not object to an amendment to the Panel recommendations 
that Subject be permitted to travel outside the United States TDY after 
three years, but preferably five years, if he were given psychiatric 
assessment prior to his TDY and had the Office of Security approval for 
such TDY.

a. Report dated 21 April 75 of FBI Special Agent Lyndal L. Shaneyfelt 
signed by Clarence Kelley re? tramps picked up on 22 Nov 1963 in 
Dealy Plaza, Dallas, Texas as suspects in the JFK assassination 
and their resemblance to E. Howard Hunt and Frank Fiorini Sturgis. 

b. Any photographs, fingerprints, reports, documents on DANIEL L. 
CARSWELL. No other identifying information is available on 
Carswell except for the fact that he was arrested in Havana, Cuba 
on 15 Sept. 1960 by the Castro Government for espionage. Carswell 
was released from prison and on April 22, 1963 he returned to the 
United States via Homestead Airforce Base, Florida. 

Daniel L. Carswell is identical with the "third" tramp picked-up 
in Dealy Plaza, who James Earl Ray identified as "Raoul" the man 
who set him up as a patsey in the King assassination.

At 1:25 p, m. the Prosecutor presented his summary of the case. The 
summary was of the type heard frequently over local radio and TV stations, e. g. , 
that this was another form of United States aggression against Cuba, etc. He 
did not mention facts or laws in his summary but rather channeled his ranting 
a long political line6. He ended by stating that an example should be made of the 
four men, and he felt that 30 years* imprisonment was generous indeed, as they 
. should be shot. - * 


At 1:45 p. m. Dr. Fernando Colomar, defense attorney, presented his 
summary and plea to the Tribunal. He quoted numerous Cuban laws, both civil 
and revolutionary, and also quoted from international law books. In summary, ’ 
his defense was: ' - ' ' 

The crime, if one was committed, was against a private foreign organization 
a Chinese news agency. Therefore, this had nothing to do with the Cuban 
Government or people and could not be called '’espionage." Also, at the time 
the men were arrested, Cuba had not yet established diplomatic relations with 
Red China. At most. Dr. Colomar pointed out, the men were guilty of 
obtaining employment while in .Cuba as tourists and should be deported from the 
country as called for by law. Also, Dr. Colomar quoted from Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro's speech made in his own defense in 1953 in which Castro said., 

"A crime must fit the law exactly. If it does not fit exactly, then there has been 
ho crime. H Dr. Colomar also pointed out the meaning of diplomatic immunity ' 
as agreed in the Pan American Conference held in Habana in 1926. He said Mr. 
Meet, who was neithera Consular Officer, or a diplomatic officer, had been 
expelled from Cuba by the Cuban Government. He read portions of a letter 
written by the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Relations to the Tribunal which stated 
that Mr. Neet was not entitled to diplomatic immunity. Nevertheless, the 
latter continued, the Cuban Government expelled Mr. Neet from Cuba. This, 

Dr. Colomar pointed out, was an error made by the Cuban Government. Meet, 
he said, was the guilty party and should be facing trial. Yet, he said, Che Cuban 
Government expelled the guilty person from Cuba and left four innocent tools, 
men who were enjployed by Neet, men who were paid by Neet and men whose „ 
transportation was paid for by Neet, to stay and face trial for & crime they did 
-not commit. Dr. Colomar based his argument on law and asked the Tribunal to 
base their decision on the same. At the same time, he informed the Tribunal 
that he reserved the right under Article 100 of the Cuban Revolutionary 
Law, to present an appeal if the sentence was anything other than deportation. 
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Dr. Colomar spoke for 55 minutes. His colleague. Dr. Pacheco, continue d 
the summary along the same lines for an additional 20 minutes. His appeal * 
was in behalf of Mr. Nordio. . 

At 3:00.p.m. the President of the Tribunal announced the termination of the 
trial,, saying a decision would be rendered at a later date. 

It is felt that Dr. Colomar’s brilliant defense gave reason for serious thought 
to the members of the Tribunal and for this reason, they deferred an immediate 
decision. . . . . 

On Monday, December 19, the Tribunal still had not announced their verdict. 
Dr. Colomar is hopeful that the men will be deported. If not, he is prepared . 

“to present an appeal and to continue to fight the case as long as it is necessary. ' 

The reporting officer on December 19, also visited the four men at La Cabana 
’■ Fortress Prison. They were in very good spirits but apprehensive over the 
verdict still to be reached.

GC SUBJECT : INVESTIGATION S 



1. Charles Siragusa, former Bureau of Narcotics official, recently 
alleged to Senator Kennedy that he was approached by an Agency employee 
in 1960 or 1961 who told Siragusa that CIA needed assistance in estab¬ 
lishing assassination teams. CIA would pay one million dollars for each 
hit. Siragusa, who had underworld/mafia connections as a result of his 
position, says that he refused to cooperate. He believes the CIA 
employee's name was Vincent Thill. Siragusa also stated that other 
Agency employees he dealt with were Shef Edwards, Robert Bannerman, 

Jim Angleton and John Mertz. Senator Kennedy passed the above 
information to the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence (SSCI), Bill 
Miller^ SSCI suggested that the Agency investigate the allegation. 

2. I called Vincent Thill, former FI/D employee, at his retirement 
home in Florida and told him I would like to see him on a matter I 
didn't want to discuss on the phone. He said he was leaving for Europe 
on 8 October (three days hence) and could not possibly see me prior to 
his trip. He suggested I call him again at the end of the month. I 
then called John Mertz and Bob Bannerman, both retired in Florida, 

and made appointments to see them on 6 and 7 October respectively 
without informing them of the purpose of my visit. Jim Harris, OGC, 
accompanied me. 

3. Mertz related the following regarding his contacts with 
Siragusa. He states that in 1960 or 1961 the Agency had an audio 
operation in Havana directed against the Chinese news agency, NCNA. 

The three Agency employees involved in the operation were arrested. 

Their Agency affiliation was not revealed, but they were tried, con¬ 
victed and sentenced to ten years in prison on the Isle of Pines. The 
Agency paid for the Cuban lawyer who defended them. The leader of the 
audio team was Dave Crist. 

4. The DDP (Helms) charged Mertz with developing a project to free 
the prisoners. Mertz assumed a cover as a lawyer for the prisoner's . 
relatives. Jim Angleton suggested to Mertz that Siragusa, who worked 
under Angleton in OSS days, might have underworld connections in the US 
with connections in Cuba who could be utilized to free the prisoners. 
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Mertz, identifying himself as CIA affiliated, contacted Siragusa and 
told him in general terms what was required. Siragusa put Mertz in 
contact with several people, e.g., Batista's chauffeur and wife, who 
had the desired connections. The project did not succeed in freeing 
the Agency employees. They were later freed as part of the agreement 
that was negotiated to free the Bay of Pigs prisoners. Mertz con¬ 
siders Siragusa a friend. The above project was well documented and 
Cl Staff or Security should be able to locate the records. He cannot 
remember the project crypt. Mertz says he was never associated with 
assassination plotting. 

5. Bob Bannerman remembers Siragusa as an Office of Security 
(OS) covert contact/informer. He says that when an OS investigation 
turned up information related to narcotics, Siragusa might be contacted 
to see if he could provide assistance. Bannerman says he is not aware 
of any other contacts with Siragusa nor was he involved in assassination 
plotting. He says that he now knows that Shef Edwards was involved in 
Castro assassination plotting, but he was not aware of it at the time. 

He states that Edwards once came to him prior to going on leave and told 
him that he (Edwards) was involved in a sensitive project which he could 
not brief Bannerman on and that Jim O'Connell was also involved. Edwards 
said that while on leave, there might be a requirement to transfer some 
money to Miami and that if O'Connell requested this transfer, Bannerman 
should approve it. The transfer was later effected without Bannerman's 
knowledge of its purpose. He is not aware of any other unwitting 
association with assassination plotting. 

6. Both Mertz and Bannerman were hospitable, friendly and co¬ 
operative.

SUBJECT: Allegation by Charles Siragusa Regarding CIA Assassination 


Plotting 


1. Mr. Charles Siragusa, a former Bureau of Narcotics employee, 
recently informed Senator Edward Kennedy that he was approached by a 
CIA employee in 1960 or 1961, who he recalls was Mr. Vincent Thill, 
who sought Mr. Siragusa's assistance to recruit underworld figures 
for assassination purposes. Mr. Thill is alleged to have stated 
that one million dollars would be paid for a successful assassination. 
Mr. Siragusa also stated that in addition to Mr. Thill, he had contact 
with the following former CIA employees: Sheffield Edwards, James 
Angleton, John Mertz and Robert Bannerman. As related to CIA, the 
context of their relationship with Mr. Siragusa was not given. The 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence (SSCI) was informed of Mr. 
Siragusa's allegation. Mr. William Miller, SSCI, suggested to 
Commander Bernard McMahon, Executive Assistant to the DCI, and Mr. 

John Waller, Inspector General (IG), that CIA investigate the alle¬ 
gation. The Agency has initiated an investigation; following are 

the results to date. 

2. Mr. Thill was telephoned at his retirement home in Florida 
on 5 October and an appointment was requested to interview him. Mr. 
Thill stated that he was leaving on a European trip in three days 
and he could not meet with an Agency representative prior to his 
departure. He suggested that he be recontacted at the end of October 
following his return. 

3. Mr. John Mertz was interviewed at his retirement home in 
Florida on 6 October. Mr. Mertz related the following regarding his 
contacts with Mr. Siragusa. In 1960 or 1961, three CIA employees 
were arrested in Havana, Cuba, while engaged in an intelligence audio 
operation directed at a third country. They were tried, convicted 
and sentenced to ten years in prison. Their CIA affiliation was not 
revealed. Mr. Mertz was tasked with devising a means to free the 
prisoners and return them to the United States. Mr. Angleton was 
Siragusa's OSS supervisor in Italy during World War II, and suggested 
to Mertz that he contact Siragusa. It was thought that Siragusa, 
because of his narcotics assignment, might have underworld contacts 
in the U.S. with contacts in Cuba who could be utilized to free the 
prisoners. Sigagusa was informed, in general terms, of what was 
required and cooperated to the extent of putting Mertz in contact 
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with several individuals who were thought to have the desired connections. 
The project was not successful; the CIA personnel were later freed as 
part of the agreement that was negotiated to free the Bay of Pigs 
prisoners. Mr. Mertz feels that Mr. Siragusa was cooperative and help¬ 
ful; they developed a friendly relationship. Mr. Mertz states he was 
never associated with assassination plotting nor did he deal with Mr. 
Siragusa on any matters other than those discussed above. 

4. Mr. Bannerman was interviewed in Florida on 7 October regard¬ 
ing his relationship with Mr. Siragusa. Mr. Bannerman was Deputy 
Director, Office of Security COS) during the early 1960's and later 
Director, OS. Mr. Bannerman remembers Mr. Siragusa as an OS contact 
on narcotic matters, i.e., when OS, in fulfilling its investigative 
function, encountered a narcotics problem that office would on occasion 
seek Mr. Siragusa's assistance. He is not aware of any other Agency 
contacts with Mr. Siragusa. He was Deputy Director, OS at a time 

when the office director, Sheffield Edwards (deceased), and another 
OS employee were involved in plotting the assassination of Castro, but 
he states he was not informed of that activity at the time. His state¬ 
ment is consistent with earlier information that the Agency has on the 
matter. 

5. Mr. Angleton was interviewed on 13 October. As stated above, 
he knows Mr. Siragusa from World War II days. Following the war, during 
the 1950's, Mr. Siragusa v/as assigned to Rome as the U.S. Representative 
on narcotic matters for Western Europe. Mr. Angleton had several official 
contacts with Mr. Siragusa during that period, but none since. Mr. 
Angleton states that he was never associated with assassination plotting. 

• • 

6. From late 1960 until mid-1951, and again in early 1962, an OS 

employee was in contact with underworld figures regarding assassination 
plotting against Castro. These contacts were arranged by Mr. Robert 

Maheu, a private investigator. The OS employee (retired) was not 

mentioned by Mr. Siragusa as an Agency contact, but it was thought 
that he might have information regarding other attempts to contact the 
underworld for assassination purposes. He v/as interviewed on 12 October. 
He has heard of Mr. Siragusa, but he has never met him or talked to him. 

He knew Vincent Thill, but he did not know the nature of Thill's Agency 

assignment. He states he was involved only in the Maheu underworld 

contacts and he v/as not aware that any others were trying to establish 

similar contacts. 

7. In sum, those interviewed who knew Mr. Siragusa dealt with him 

on matters unrelated to assassination plotting. None of them were aware 
of any contacts between Mr. Thill and Mr. Siragusa. With the exception 
of the former OS employee, they all stated that they.were not involved 

in assassination matters. A search of Agency records has surfaced no 

information pertaining to Mr. Siragusa's allegation.

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5. (S) One Charles Siragusa, born 28 October 1913 
in New York City, New York, vas assigned, to the OSS from 
17 March 1944 to December 1945. One Charles Siragusa, 
probably the sane person, was an agent of the U.S.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Questionable Activities 


1. After being released from the Isle of Pines, Cuba, in the 
summer of 1963, several debriefing sessions were held with members 
of Cl Staff and Office of Security after my official return tb duty. 

Of several ops, two were the subject of some discussion, since they 
involved efforts to obtain our release from the Isle of Pines by 
escape, bribes, or whatever. One effort was by a prominent lawyer in 
Chicago that supposedly had some influential contacts both in the US 
arid Mexico. The Cl collective opinion at the time was that ’'this guy 
took us for a ride.” 

2. The second effort mentioned in thfe \rip reports was 

the travel to Miami by the Cl case officer^ John Hertz (retired), 
with a suitcase full of large bills to impress the local "Hoods.” 
Specific details are difficult to recall, but in essence it seemed 
that with the right contacts and enough money, anything was possible 
in Cuba at that time (1960-1961). Tioin the reports the "Hoods” were 
impressed with the amount of money, but nothing more ever happened.

MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 

SUBJECT : Reported Involvement of James McCord in 

Cuban Operations While an Agency Employee 


1. In a recent review of James McCord's service records^ 
information has been revealed indicating that he was involved in Cuban 
operations, contrary to earlier reports by this Agency to the various 
investigating authorities. Aspects of this are still uncertain and we 
are attempting to clarify the matter; this report is being made before 
the question is likely to be fully resolved in view of the fact the Senate 
Select Committee is scheduled to end its operations 30 June. 

2. On 7 June an employee of this Agency reported that he had 
been informed that the Department of Justice was exploring the theory 
that James McCord never left CIA employment, based on an analysis 

of McCord's Federal service which had led to the conclusion that he was 
not qualified for retirement. In the process of checking McCord's record 
the following statement by McCord was found in his application for retire¬ 
ment under CIARDS: 

"During the latter part of 1955 - 1962 period, the writer 
was case officer for three agents for DD/P whose task 
was to gain entry to prisons in Cuba and obtain data and 
photographs concerning their layout and operation. These 
were prisons where three Agency staffers were being held. 
Two of the agents successfully gained entry into such prisons 
and returned to the U. S. with data acquired; the third 
acquired additional data from a foreign embassy in Cuba of 
interest and relevance. ..." 

The transcript of a meeting of the CIA Retirement Board on 11 June 1970 
shows McCord being credited with being "an actual case officer for Cuban 
agents - for 24 months, " from I960 to 1962. The minutes of the meeting 
summarized the point with less detail. 
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3. Despite the above records, the Office of Security has 
reservations about the actual extent of McCord's involvement in Cuban 
operations, feeling that it was most likely limited to headquarters 
planning. Whether it was a planning role or active operations it does 
seem that there was some involvement in "Cuban matters, " contrary 
to the statement in the attached memorandum of 21 June 1972, copies 
of which have been distributed to the various investigative authorities. 

4. An intensive review is being made of records and the memories 
of persons who may have some knowledge of the period, but a definitive 
statement is not expected for some days yet, until after the termination 

of the Senate Select Committee. The findings may only result in an 
innocuous rewording of the original statement, to the effect that McCord 
did have a headquarters planning responsibility for certain Cuban 
operations. It may require a more positively phrased acknowledgement 
of his direct involvement in operations, handling agents targetted against 
Cuba. While this may prove to have no relation to Watergate, if reported 
after the termination of the Senate Select Committee the delay may be 
interpreted as some sign of bad faith on the part of the Agency. In this 
sense only, at this time, it is suggested that you may wish to consider 
reporting the recent development of the question to members of the Senate 
Select Committee Staff before it ceases its operations.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Questionable Activities 

1. During the period September I960 through April 1963, while a 
prisoner of Cuban G-2 at the Isle of Pines, there were occasional news¬ 
papers and magazines that were smuggled into the prison that headlined 
stories about alleged CIA assassination teams that had been landed in 
Cuba, and how the Cuban G-2, through its superior intelligence, had 
apprehended these teams, seized their equipment, shot the leaders of 
the group, and sent the rest of the team to jail for long prison terns. 

2. One of these reports had particular significance' for myself 
and the two other Agency employees who were at that time being held at 
the Isle of Pines. An article in the Cuban Army Magazine "Verde Oliva" 
was being distributed through the prison by the local authorities. 

This was an unusual happening since no books, newspapers, or other 
reading material was permitted to the prisoners. In any case, the 
magazine featured the story of a group cf 8 to 12 men that had been 
apprehended by the Cuban G-2 after landing on the north coast of Cuba 
in a rubber boat. The groups mission, according to the article, was 

to assassinate Fidel. At first glance this.was not unusual since every¬ 
one landing on the coast was usually charged with this. The thing 
which made this particular effort stand out in my mind was the detailed 
interview of the leader of the group, his confession, and the equipment 
that was captured with the group. The weapons were U.S. military 
hardware - Springfield rifles with spotting scopes, I.R. snipperscopes, 
ammunition, first aid kits, etc., plus the modified hi-standard .22 cal 
silenced pistol. Among our group was cue engineer who had an injtiiuata-^. 
knowledge of special weapons produced for the Agency and there was no 
doubt in his mind that the hi-standard .22 was Agency equipment. Years 
later I had the opportunity to handle similar equipment and this con¬ 
firmed in rav mind that what I saw in Cuba was the same equipment.

As of 1 May 1970 Mr. Everette 
Howard Hunt, who had just retired from the Agency, became a 
legitimate employee of Mr. Mullen.

4. In a separate memorandum on 21 June we advised you '"tV 
that a review of the duties and assignments of Mr. James 
McCord provided no indication that he was involved in Curran 
matters and that he was not assigned to the Bay of Figs 
operation. He stated, however, that he might have developed 
personal acquaintances which are not recorded in official 
personnel and security records. He have no information 
regarding Mr.--McCord * s activities with Cuban exiles since his 
retirement. V. ? e indicated in the same -memorandum that as an 
Agency employee, Mr. Hunt was involved in operational activities 
relating to Latin American countries and was known to have had 
some ties to Mr. Barker. In a separate memorandum of 27 June 
regarding Mr. Hunt, we informed you about the issuance of the 
alias, Edward V. Hamilton, to Mr. Hunt on 30 September 1960. 

This alias v/as subsequently used by Hr. Hunt for several 
drivers licenses.

-Once stated this present PREVIOUS QUESTION of incompetency and 

inhibition, I will go to further to state, witn character of provisionary, the 

following conclusions:- 

-TU THE FIRST: NOT SATISFIED, The facts did not happen as described 

by senur Fiscal, tar from that; my represented Carswell, Iransky and Danbrunt, 
are Tecnnical Engineers, specialized in Electrical, Mechanical and Electronic 
Engineering, and were INSTIGATED and INDUCED to came to Habana, during their 
vacation in the month of September, 1960 , by the actual author of this facts by 
direct partlcipation, instigator and inducer, Mr. Robert L. Nest, ( who was ordered 
to abandon the National Territory by the acting authorities at the beginning of this 
investigations). The invitation was to arrange and adapt different audio and sound 
recording devices installed on apartment N. 162 of Edificio de Retiro Medico 
located on 23 and 3 on Rampa Vedado. Before their arrival to Habana as tourists 
on September 8, 1960, such devices were already connected to a microphone 
previously installed in the News Agency CHINA SINJUA located immediately below 
apartment N. 162 in the 17th floor of above mentioned building.- 











-TO THE SECONDs NOT SATISFIED, the crimes referred to on the 

qualitication of the Fiscal Ministry can not be accredited to my clients, if there 
was any wrongdoing, it could only be against articles 7 and 10 of Law 698 of 
January 22, 1960.- 

-TO THE THIKD: NOT SATISFIED with statement of senor Fiscal ; my 

clients cannot be judge^as "immediate authors by direct participation" nor have 
the character which is attributed to them, because they had no participation in 
trie facts mentioned. 

-i’Q THE FOURTH: NOT SATISFIED with statement of senor Fiscal. 

-10 THE FIFTH: NOT SATISFIED with statement of Fiscal Ministry, 

for concurring with the PREVIOUS.QUESTION of incompetency and inhibition, and in 
case of denial of such, with reservation of the actions pointed in article 100 of 
Ley Frocesal de Cuba en Armas, this Lourt should absolve my clients of any crime 
and order their immediate release, for not having committed any 

anti-revolutionary crime whatsoever, or in its defect, it should issue an order of 
deportation for infraction of the Laws of Immigration.

Fernando Flores Ibarra, Fiscal, comes with the present paper to bring about to this 
court, the disposition stated in article 70 of "Ley Frocesa! de Cuba en Armas," to 
present the case # 474 of 1969 about eradication from the Revolutionary Court of 
District of Habana, instructed about crimes against our Sovereign Nation, to 
formulate with provisionary character the following 

CONCLUSIONS: 


FIRST: It is universally known about the kinds of aggressions that are 

and had been perpetrated by the North American imperialism against the 
Revolutionary Government of Cuba. Since immediately after the revolutionary 
triumph, this imperial ism came to realize that the Revolutionary Government of 
Luba will not surrender, as previous governments had, to the dictates of the North 
American monopolies, which in turn were guided through the American Embassy in 
our country. They also realized that this Revolutionary Government will work in 
benefit of the lower class and the poor, and against the North American and 
national interests that had been exploiting our people throughout all our 
repub1ican life. 

Following the same politics of aggression and with the purpose of 
disaoling ‘our sovereign and independent nation, Mr. Robert L. Nett and Marjorie A. 
Lennox, (accused on this clause, who were given liberty based on their 
employment with the American Embassy, who were acting on the interest of such 
nation) plotted with the other accused Daniel Lester Carswell, Mario Wordio, 
Eustace H Dan Hunt and Bruno Conrad Taranaski, to carry on spying and bugging 
operations towards the news agency of China, "Sinjau". This operations were 
implemented to obtain information useful to the U.S. Government on its derogatory 
propaganda written on foreign newspapers about our government.

SECOND: This facts reveal a character of crime against our National 
Security, stated and defined on article 128 of our Social Defense Code, as 
modified by Law #435 of 1959.

This is in response to your requests set forth in your 
letters, dated 2 August 1977 and 5 September 1977, as well 
as one which is undated, but postmarked 29 September 1977 
and received on 11 October 1977 in this office. 

Unclosed, Tab A, please find, per your request, a copy 
of segregable portions of a purchase order for a copy of 
your book, Coup D 1 Litat in America . The only deletion in¬ 
volved was an internal Agency marking which was excised 
under the exemption provisions of subsection (b)(3) of the 
Freedom of Information Act. The applicability of that 
exemption was explained to you in our earlier correspondence. 
The book, together with an index card, are in the Historical 
Intelligence Collection section of the CIA Library. Please 
note that these items hardly qualify as "records" within the 
purview of the Freedom of Information Act. The above deter¬ 
mination was made by Mr. Harry C. Eisenbciss, Director of 
the Office of Central Reference. 

Enclosed also, Tab B, is a copy of Document No. 997- 
930. It is a duplicate of Document No. 733-316-A, which had 
previously been released to you with certain portions deleted. 
The deleted sections in both documents are withheld on the 
basis of exemptions (b)(1), (b)(2), and (b)(3) of the Freedom 
of Information Act. The applicability of these exemptions 
has also been explained to you in previous correspondence. 

As you are aware, Document No. 6-3 was disseminated on 
10 October 1963 only to the Department of State, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the Department of Navy. Document 
6-3 represents the Agency record of the electrical dissemi¬ 
nation which was made to these agencies on the above date. 

Concerning your repeated request for a copy of a glossy 
photo of Lydmullia Prussakova, we would refer you to our 


letter of 25 July 1977 wherein we advised you that we have 
no copies of photos of Lydmullia Prussakova, so identified, 
in the files which have been reviewed. If you have received 
a xerox copy of a photo of her from this Agency, please send 
us the number of this document in order that we might deter¬ 
mine, or at least try to determine, the cause of your confusion.

Concerning your query about "DBF 25 May I960," please 
be advised that this document was one of those referred to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation for their review. Its 
date is sometimes given as "12 May 1960," and it originated 
with that Bureau’s Fort Worth/Dallas Field Office. 

Per your request, we have added your name to the list 
of requesters who will be notified at the time that we have 
completed the review of the documents related to the so- 
called Garrison Investigation. 

Before we can process your requests concerning William Pawley 
and Carlos Prio Soccarras, we will need further identifying 
information concerning them and if deceased, a notarized 
affidavit from their next of kin authorizing this Agency to 
release information concerning them to you. 

We also acknowledge the receipt of your request for 
copies of documents in a file which you describe as 201- 
219782, and will be in touch with you on this matter in a 
separate letter. 

Finally, your request concerning "Daniel L. Carswell," 
who you suggest may be identical with "Bruce N. Carswell," 
has been reviewed carefully. It is our determination that 
any documents which might exist which would be responsive to 
your request and which reveal any CIA connection with or 
interest in matters relating to his imprisonment "by Fidel 
Castro for bugging ChicomEmb/Havana Sept. 14, 1960" and, 
indeed, any data that might reveal the existence of any such 
records would be duly classified under criteria set forth in 
T:xecutive Order 11652. Accordingly, and pursuant to the 
authority of exemption (b)(1) of the FOIA, this is to advise 
that this Agency will not grant access to any records that 
may exist which might, be responsive to your request. By 
this answer, we are neither denying nor confirming that any 
such records exist.
